/ © David Burns, Sr., born 1733, who came from Amelia County, Virginia, through 
Wilkes County, N.C.,is the founding father of the early Laurens County Burns 
families. He purchased a plantation of 396 acres on Rabun Creek in. late 1781. 
Many of his children were married by this date and they bought lands nearby. 
Some of his neighbors on Rabun Creek and nearby Duncan Creek were his sons 
and son-in-laws. 


A record in the Court Book of Laurens County (1786-88) shows a family 
dispute: namely, William Moore and his wife, Sarah Vs. Burns Chandler, 
.THomas Elliott, Joseph Parsons, David Burns, Jr., and David Burns, Sr. 
From this record, we know some of the families' allied names. 


The known sons of David Burns, Sr., were Benjamin, Robert, David, Jr., 
John, Joseph, James and Massey Burns. Other Burns men shown in records as 
living in the same section from 1790 to 1840, were: 

Edmund, Thomas, Terrance, Braddock M., Henry H.K., Henry C., Robert, Jr., 
and Rev. Jeremiah Burns. The Burns widows on Census from 1830 to 1850 were 
Ann, Ina, Iona and Nancy Osborn Burns. While many of these families left 
Laurens County in westward migration colonies, these widows show some of 
the Burns men died in Laurens County, S.C. 


Burns, a Scottish Family. 

These frugal and careful settlers did not accumulate debts, therefore, 
at death, had no estate probated. Their lands and holdings were sold, usually 
under an et-al contract, and money divided among the heirs. David Burns, Sr. 
left no estate. His land was sold in 2 tracts, Oct. 17, 1804 (Deeds Book H.

John Burns (pension number S 9 118) enlisted from Wilkes County, N.C. 
in 1779. Fought 2 full years; was at Kings Mountain under Col. Benjamin 
Cleveland; was at Gates Defeat. Brother David Burns, Jr., in an affidavit 
for John Burns, stated they fought the entire two years, side by side and 
were at Deep River, Wilmington, N.C., in 1781. John Burns, pensioned from 
Laurens County, S.C., 24 July 1834. Certificate number 27873. 

(Note: David Burns, Jr., pensioned from Greenville Co. S.C.,12/3/1832) 


John Osborn (pension number S 9446) enlisted from Charlotte County, 
Virginia. Record stated; he was born in Amelia County, Va., in 1762. Had 
1 year service in Virginia Militia, in 2 periods. Pensioned from Laurens 
County, S. C., 20 Feb. 1833. 


Lt. Christopher Hardy served under Col. Anderson in 96 D. in South 
Carolina. Was killed in the Battle of Hays Station in 1781. His widow, 
Jean Hardy collected his indent. 5 September, 1785. For Lt. Hardy's service 
and for property destroyed. No T-70, Series 54, (S.C. Hist. Comm).

He married in 1783 to Sarah Glaze (Glass ) in Laurens County. She was 
the daughter of Joseph Glaze (1740-1776) and his wife, Jane (Wallace) Glaze 
(1740-1798). After Joseph Glaze died, his widow re-married Christopher Hardy 
and they resided on a plantation on Rabun Creek of that County, at the time 
of the Revolution. It was at the Hays Station Battle in late 1781, that Lt. 
Christopher Hardy lost his life.

This was probably the first location of Chestnut Ridge Church. It was later 
moved to the present location above the City of Laurens. 


(From the church minutes) 

Chestnut Ridge Church was organized in 1811 by persons who brought church 
letters and it was an arm of old Beaverdam Church. Elder Joseph Babb started 
this church in 1011, He preached the first sermon under a Poplar tree. Text was 

.-'' And Joseph said unto his Brethern, Come unto me",

Many Allens and many Adams in church minutes, 
BURNS ' PERSONALITIES 


James Calhoun Burns was 1 of the founders of South Carolina's first chain 
store called the J.C. Burns Co., First name was "Red Iron Racket, named for 
its building. The first building was erected in Laurens, S.C., made of Sheet 
Iron and painted red, The trademark was "More goods for same money, same goods 
for less money." 


The beginning of the business was the fall of 1897. First capital had to be 
raised as James C. Burns and his brother (other founder) Lee Earle Burns had 
less than 5500. to start business on, They borrowed an additional $350 and 
began what was called a notion business on a side street of Laurens, S.C. 

This firm advertized with pictured merchandise and issued posters, showing 
eager customers approaching the store by the way of airplane, balloons, trains 
and automobiles. This was a most unusual method of advertising around the turn 
of the century, and attracted a great deal of attention, as well as customers. 


It is interesting to note that this form of advertizing, as picturing merchandise 
with printed matter is, today, widely used, but new in 1900,

BURNS ' PERSONALITIES CONT. 


The "Red Iron Racket" was really " more goods for same money" and grew 
rapidly, In 1902, another store was opened in Greenwood, S.C. and with a more 
dignified name, J. C. Burns Co., James C, Burns became the maneger of the 
Greenwood store while brother Lee Burns operated the Laurens store. 


Soon 2 stores in Spartanburg, S.C., a branch in Greer and another in 
Charlotte, N.C. 


By 1910, Greenville and Anderson §.C. had chain stores of J.C. Burns Co. 


Before the boll-weavil-cotton depression in 1920, the J.C. Burns Co., stores 
were doing a big volume of business. Solid carloads of merchandise were 
coming out of Baltimore, Md., at one time, to these S.C. chain stores; as, a 
carload of shoes, another carload of dry goods, clothing, etc. ‘he R.R. cars 
were decorated with banners on each side", For J.C. Burns Co., chain stores 


ef S&C." 


The bollweavil depression was one of the worst to hit Southern Cotton States 
of the Southeast section, About $500Mworth of merchandise, purchased at 
high prices had to be sold for less than cost, However, the Burns brothers 
weathered this calamity and remained in business, 


The real catastrophe was on 31 Aug. 1922 that Brother Lee Burns died 
suddenly, at his work in the Laurens store with a heart attack. J,C. Burns 
had to carry on alone, He did so with remarkable success until he was offered 
a sell-out plan in 1934, which he accepted and retired.

While she was devoted and efficient in her work, 
she was neither adament nor intolerant. She did 
not hate those who disagreed with her even though 
she was insistent to convince them of her views. 
She was as pleasing in her personal and professional 
associations and a delightful companion. 


Her passing is one to be noted both on account 
of her accomplishments and because of her wonderful 


personality. 


Knowing “Miss Kate" as we did, we believe she 
would have liked to be remembered more for her 
graciousness and her deep human feelings than for 
the wide recopnition she won in the field of 
technical education.

The award is made annually at the High School. This year 5 girls were 
nominated, the student body voted on nominations, the three girls receiving 
the highest number of votes were then referred to the faculty, which made the 
final decision.

First, the Province, was without counties, until Craven, Berkeley, Colleton 
and Granville were formed, prior to 1765. 


In 1769, the Province was divided into districts or precincts, for holding 
circuit courts, However Charleston, S.C. was both the state capital and the 
county-seat of all the counties and Districts until after the Revolution. 


Laurens County lay in the old Ninety-Six District. 


In 1785, a newly formed Legislature passed an act for laying out counties. 
From Ninety-six District were formed Edgefield, Abbeville, Laurens, 
Spartanburg, Union and Newberry Counties. 


Laurens Co.,: 
The old log Courthouse of 96 District was 2+ miles South of the present (7c) 
County-seat. The Treaty of Peace with Brittanic Majesty, was read on the 


steps of this old Courthouse of 96 D. in 1783.
